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OVER 200 HEAR CATHOLIC LITERARY 
EMERGENCE EXPOUNDED AT CHICAGO 
With the Catholic Literary Emergence as its gen- 
eral theme, the Mid-Winter Conference of the Catho- 
lic Library Association opened at Mundelein College, 
Chicago, on December 28, with Rev. Francis A. 
Mullin, Ph.D., M.L.S., Director of the Catholic Uni- 
versity Library, Washington, D. C., in the chair. 

Following the opening prayer by Father Mullin, 
Sister Mary Consuéla, B.V.M., president of Munde- 
lein College, welcomed the delegates, congratulated 
them upon the achievements of their organization, 
and extended the cordial wishes of the Mundelein 
faculty for the success of the meeting. The Reverend 
Max Satory, B.L.S., librarian of St. Mary’s College, 
Winona, Minn., introduced the general theme, and 
defined the aim of the convention as the coordina- 
tion of opinions into concerted and positive plans of 
action in aiding the Catholic Literary Emergence. 

Father Mullin then introduced Miss Marigold 
Hunt, manager of the Sheed and Ward New York 
office, who, in a paper entitled “The Publisher’s Place 
in the Catholic Literary Emergence,” described the 
publisher as “A rallying point for sanity,” outlined 
the problems involved in finding writers to write 
books and in publishing the books once they are 
written, and turned, then, to the “real trouble” with 
Catholic publishing. 

“The real trouble is,’ Miss Hunt concluded, “that 
there simply are not enough Catholic readers. And 
that is where librarians come in. It is their job to 
find and foster readers. The publishers will supply 
the books, if you supply the readers. You have a 
good chance, because you have people when they are 
young and leadable. Good reading is an acquired 
taste, and if it is not acquired early, it is hard to 
supply it later.” 

Mr. William C. Bruce, editor, the Bruce Publish- 
ing Company, Milwaukee, then discussed the “Pub- 
lisher-Librarian Relation and Cooperation in the 
Catholic Literary Emergence,” suggesting valuable 
ways in which librarians may acquaint publishers 
with their special needs, explaining difficulties experi- 
enced in both professions, and noting encouraging 
advances in mutual cooperation. 

In the concluding paper of the morning session, 
Leonard Rogge, B.L.S., librarian at the College of 
St. Thomas, St. Paul, discussing “A Librarian’s View- 
point of the Publisher in the Catholic Literary Emer- 
gence,” provoked a stimulating discussion and moti- 


vated suggestions to facilitate librarians in learning 
of new publications and in securing immediate re- 
views. 

Mr. Eugene Willging, librarian at St. Thomas 
College, Scranton, Penn., replacing Miss Eva Perry 
as chairman of the afternoon session, introduced Mr. 
Maurice Leahy, author, lecturer, poet, and literary 
critic, of London, England, and County Wicklow, Ire- 
land. Mr. Leahy, as honorary secretary of the Catho- 
lic Poetry Society of London, spoke authoritatively 
of the work of contemporary Catholic writers in Eng- 
land and on the Continent. Contending that there 
is a rapidly developing school of Catholic writers in 
England, France, Germany, and the United States, 
Mr. Leahy traced the origin of the present group 
to John Henry Newman, of the Oxford movement 
at the opening of the 19th century. “It is with the 
men of our own time, however,” he contended, “that 
the full significance and dignity of the movement has 
become evident—it is with the late Gilbert K. Ches- 
terton and with Hilaire Belloc that the movement 
has reached its present high point of almost military 
force.” 

Carl B. Klein, LL.D., Attorney at Law, Chicago, 
speaking on “The Reader in the Catholic Literary 
Emergence,” declared that “the interest displayed in 
Catholic literature is unquestionably greater today 
than in any other period during the past few cen- 
turies. The active interest which Catholic men and 
women, both laymen and religious, have taken in 
world affairs in the past decade has stimulated, in 
some measure, this interest. Men everywhere are 
reaching out once again after the things that were 
of old their Catholic heritage; old familiar Catholic 
thoughts echoing once more in their minds.” 

Concluding the afternoon program, Miss Louise 
Santini, librarian, College of St. Teresa, Winona, 
Minn., read a paper on “A Librarian’s Viewpoint 
of the Librarian-Reader Relation and Cooperation in 
the Catholic Literary Emergence,” and suggested four 
specific methods for effective promotion of the move- 
ment. 

“First,” Miss Santini urged, “we might form a 
Legion of Decency for books, fashioned after the 
Legion of Decency for movies, not necessarily having 
the same name, but having the purpose of guiding 
the reading of Catholics. Second, greater publicity 
might be given all Catholic literary endeavors by the 
publishers of magazines and newspapers.

A REAL ACCOMPLISHMENT 

Inability to procure L.C. numbers for Catholic 
books is frequently due to the negligence of Catholic 
publishers to send copies of the books for deposit 
in the Library of Congress. This laxity is almost uni- 
versally current among Catholic authors whose works 
are privately printed, or at least not copyrighted. 
The average Catholic librarian finds this situation 
rather unpleasant; yes, at times irritating. 

As a result of the discussion at Chicago, both Bruce 
Publishing Company and Sheed & Ward have prom- 
ised to see to it that in the future copies of their 
publications will be deposited with the L.C. at the 
same time that the book is issued to reviewers. Sheed 
& Ward will take this course even in the case of 
books not copyrighted. 

This promised cooperation on the part of two 
Catholic publishers is a real accomplishment which 
will bring no end of satisfaction to the librarians. Let 
us hope that ail Catholic publishers will fall into line.

MR. WILLGING TO PUBLISH INDEX TO 
AMERICAN CATHOLIC PAMPHLETS 

Arrangements have been made for the publication 
of an index to 1400 American Catholic pamphlets. 
The data have been compiled by Mr. Eugene Will- 
ging, librarian of St. Thomas College, Scranton, Pa. 
The index will include for each pamphlet the author, 
title, publisher, date, pagination, price, and annota- 
tion. The entire list will be arranged in classified 
form, followed by a thorough author, subject, series, 
and cross-reference index. The size of the index will 
be about 135 pages, and the pre-publication price will 
be about $1.50. 

Librarians, teachers, and students at once appreci- 
ate the tremendous help such an index will be. Many, 
many times the choicest morsels of information are 
found within the covers of an unassuming, insignif- 
cant pamphlet.

DIOCESAN SCHOOL LIBRARIES 
AT BROOKLYN 

On December eighth the first meeting of the school 
year of the Brooklyn-Long Island Unit of the Catholic 
Library Association took place at the St. Barbara’ 
Diocesan High School Library, 139 Menahan Street, 
where the librarians of the Brooklyn Catholic Sec 
ondary Schools were guests of Rev. Sister M. 
Martin, O.P. The meeting was presided over by 
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Dr. Wm. A. FitzGerald, librarian of Brooklyn 
Preparatory School, who also discussed the advan- 
tages of celebrating such activities as Book Week and 
Special book exhibits to encourage varied reading. The 
main talk of the meeting was delivered by Rev. Sister 
M. Dorothy, O.P., of St. Thomas Aquinas Convent, 
whose topic was “The Present Position of School 
Libraries in the Diocese of Brooklyn.” Her paper led 
to much questioning and discussion concerning the 
objectives of the school library, the intellectual back- 
ground of school librarians, library budget, and com- 
parison of all these with regional standards. 

Sister Mary Louise, librarian of Bishop McDonnell 
Memorial High School, reviewed the results of the 
book survey conducted by her in the last school 
semester. Others who spoke in detail were Brother 
A. Thomas, librarian of Bishop Loughlin Memorial 
High School, Mr. Frank J. Weldon of Cathedral 
College, Mr. Leon Paul of the Catholic Library 
Service and Mr. Wm. F. Hogan of Gaylord Brothers. 

The next meeting will take place on February 22 
at 2 P.M., in St. Agnes Academic School, College 
Point, L. I., Sister M. Agatha, O.P., principal.

“Third, an index to the Cardinal Hayes Literature 
Committee Book Survey might be published; fourth, 
renewed efforts might be made to enlarge the mem- 
bership to the Catholic Library Association, includ- 
ing more public librarians and more members of the 
clergy, in fact, anyone interested in disseminating 
knowledge, furthering Catholicity, and promoting a 
greater Catholic literature.” 

Sister Mary Robert Hugh, B.V.M., assistant libra- 
rian at Mundelein College, Chicago, presided at the 
opening session on Tuesday and announced that the 
business meeting, scheduled for the afternoon session, 
would be transferred to the morning. Mr. David J. 
Heffernan, assistant county superintendent of schools, 
Chicago, discussing “The Instructor’s Place in the 
Catholic Literary Emergence,” declared that a meet- 
ing of this sort must do more than consider the 
splendid teaching done in Catholic schools, the rapid 
strides made in Catholic letters, and the achievements 
of librarians. 

“A meeting of this sort must fling a challenge to 
you to redouble your efforts in educating our young 
people to a proper appreciation of Catholic litera- 
ture.” 

In a paper on “Instructor-Librarian Relation and 
Cooperation in the Catholic Literary Emergence,” A. 
P. Hodapp, A.M., assistant professor of economics, 
Loyola University, Chicago, insisted that “library 
work is as much a part of the school curriculum as 
is class work, in spite of its extra-class nature. When 
instructors and librarians fully appreciate this simi- 
larity of function, cooperation will follow naturally. 





With this intelligent action on the part of the in- 
structors and librarians working independently and 
cooperatively, the Catholic Literary Emergence will 
be guaranteed.” 

Paul Byrne, B.L.S., president of the association 
and librarian at the University of Notre Dame, took 
the chair at the opening of the business meeting and 
asked Miss Mabel Reinhardt to read the report of 
the Committee on Subject Headings. Sister M. Cecil, 
S.S.J., reported on the Cooperative List for High 
Schools, noting that 300 schools were contacted and 
that the resulting list was almost purely secular. The 
master list, being compiled by Sister M. Cecil, Sister 
Mary Louise, Sister Mary Ildephonse, and Sister 
Mary Ignatius, will probably be completed in April. 
One hundred fifty copies will be sent to Catholic 
professors of education and others connected with 
Catholic secondary schools. Since the late Father 
Etzig’s reports were not available for the meeting, 
no report on the C. P. J. was given. Mr. Eugene 
Wilging reported for the committee on the Wilson 
Company’s Essay and General Literature Index; Mr. 
John M. O’Loughlin’s report on finances was read by 
Mr. Byrne, and Father Mullin opened the discussion 
with a motion that the annual meeting be held in 
conjunction with the N. C. E. A. This motion car- 
ried, Father Mullin moved that the president be em- 
powered to formulate plans for the reorganization 
of the C. L. A., to be submitted at the spring meet- 
ing of the association. The motion was carried. Sis- 
ter M. Cecil asked that the activities of the national 
meeting at St. Louis be published and include a list 
of officials and committees; Father Bouwhuis, S.]., 
suggested that a standard survey questionnaire be 
formulated, and moved that the meeting be adjourned 
at 12.40. 

With the president in the chair, the afternoon ses- 
sion opened with a paper by Miss Eleanora Baer, 
librarian, Fontbonne College, St. Louis, on “A Libra- 
rian’s Viewpoint of the Instructor-Librarian Relation 
and Cooperation in the Catholic Literary Emergence.” 

“If their activity is to be effective,” Miss Baer 
said of librarians and instructors, “the librarians must 
thoroughly understand the curriculum and must not 
confuse a superficial knowledge of many authors and 
titles with a teacher’s deep knowledge of the subject ; 
the teacher, on the other hand, must appreciate the 
librarian’s opportunity to survey the entire field and 
must be open-minded to suggestions.” 

In a paper on the “Pastor-Librarian Relation and 
Cooperation in the Catholic Literary Emergence,” 
Rev. L. A. Gales, St. Paul, founder and editor of 
The Catholic Book and Magazine Digest, suggested 
that a committee be formed with the purpose of dis- 
tributing books to pastors who are anxious to de- 
velop parish libraries. 

“The best way for the C. L. A. to endear itself 
to the 13,000 pastors of this country is to give them 
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something which no one else has done. They would 
be thankful for a practical method of bringing books 
to their people.” 

In the final paper of the meeting, Rev. Thomas 
Shanahan, M.L.S., librarian at St. Paul Seminary, 
St. Paul, talking on “A Librarian’s Viewpoint of the 
Pastor-Librarian Relation and Cooperation in the 
Catholic Literary Emergence,” treated especially of 
the part played by the pastor in administrating and 
supporting the parish library. 

Suggesting a fourfold means, Father Shanahan de- 
clared that the pastor’s first responsibility involves 
financial support; the second involves the selection 
of books; the third, personal guidance of readers; 
the fourth, the responsibility of furnishing a supply 
of readers. Citing compensations for the pastor, 
Father Shanahan remarked on the alert reading hab- 
its which will lead parishioners to mental and spiritual 
profit. 

“If these persons are made aware effectively of 
the existence of good Catholic literature, there is 
bound to be some response, because the true and the 
good have a natural appeal for the unspoiled Chris- 
tian mind and soul.” 

During the ensuing discussion several interesting 
points were noted, notably the remark that Father 
Gales’ Digest will include condensations of one or 
two mostly recent books as well as magazine articles. 
Also of special interest was a description of the prog- 
ress of St. Gertrude’s parish library, Chicago. An 
outgrowth of a study club, the library, established 
five years ago, now has 1200 volumes. 

The chair proposed a rising vote of thanks to Mun- 
delein College for courtesy extended to the associa- 
tion, and the meeting was adjourned at 4:25, with a 
closing prayer offered by Father Shanahan.

Subject Headings for Catholic Literature 

The Catholic Library Association through its Com- 
mittee on Cataloging and Classification is fostering 
a project which has as its objective the compilation 
of a list of subject headings for use in Catholic li- 
braries of various types and sizes. It is hoped that 
this list, when completed, will provide a helpful check- 
list of terms required by Catholic libraries to ex- 
press the fundamental divergence of theory between 
our Faith and Protestantism as exemplified in exist- 
ing subject heading lists. 

A Sub-Committee on Subject Headings is being 
organized to undertake this work. Careful examina- 
tion of standard general and special lists, such as 
the Library of Congress, the A. L. A., and Miss Pet- 
tee’s Theological Subject Headings, and of the litera- 
ture of the subjects to be covered by our project 
will bring into bold relief the instances where Catho- 
lic usage does not coincide with non-Catholic and 
where special headings are required if our catalogs 
are to index and to analyze our book collections. 





Miss Julia Pettee of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary Library is planning to issue shortly a revision 
of her list of Theological Subject Headings. This re- 
vised work will contain the headings which actually 
get into her library catalog and in that way will 
have a pragmatic authority that the theoretical, tenta- 


tive list of 1924 lacks. It will undoubtedly contain 
many terms which will be acceptable to us in Catho- 
lic libraries. For practical reasons, if for no other, 
there is a great advantage in finding as many terms 
as possible that we can use in common with existing 
lists. However, Miss Pettee, in a recent letter of 
advice on our problem, stated that she was well aware 
of employing terms in some classes which no Catho- 
lic library would use. 

Mr. Theodore A. Mueller of the Catalogue Division 
of the Library of Congress likewise has admitted the 
difficulty of translating some L.C. subject headings 
into the terminology of a specialty catalog. There- 
fore, it would seem, that it is the problem of Catholic 
librarians and subject specialists to determine which 
headings in standard lists will be acceptable to Catho- 
lic libraries and to compile an essentially “Catholic” 
list to provide for our special needs. 

Our list, when issued, will probably resemble in 
format the L.C. Literature and Language Subject 
Headings. Attention should be directed to the mat- 
ter of cross-references, and additions be made when 
advisable to supplement the suggested references on 
standard lists because the compilers of those general, 
secular lists had in mind only the obvious needs of 
the average library. In the field of religious litera- 
ture, Catholic libraries have problems similar to those 
encountered in the administration of divisional and 
special library catalogs—here, a point of view gov- 
erns all entries. Our problems must be met with 
intelligent and authoritative decisions in the form 
of a traditionally “Catholic” nomenclature. 

The proposed working-list of Catholic subject 
headings will embrace the fields of religion, Bible, 
philosophy, theology, canon law, liturgy and ritual, 
church history and government. In addition, an at- 
tempt will be made to establish forms and references 
for names of religious orders and congregations, 
church bodies and religious sects, societies, church 
days and liturgical year. The rulings of the A.L.A. 
Committee on Code Revision and .of the A.L.A. Sub- 
Committee on Church Bodies, when available, will 
help us greatly in the solution of many points that 
have long puzzled catalogers in Catholic libraries. 

For the past two years work on the subject head- 
ing project has been carried on at The University 
of Notre Dame Library. A file of nearly 2000 en- 
tries has been built up by a combination of the alpha- 
betical and the subject methods of procedure. 

In August, 1936, the Chairman of the C.L.A. Com- 
mittee on Cataloging and Classification authorized 
the forming of a Sub-Committee on Subject Head- 
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ings and it is hoped that we may interest even a few 
Catholic librarians to lend of their time and training 
to assist as members. Work can be planned in such 
a way as to let some members of the Sub-Committee 
proceed by the alphabetical method, while those mem- 
bers whose libraries have good collections in certain 
subject groups within the field of Catholic religious 
literature could work on such topics as they might 
feel themselves best qualified to treat successfully, 
employing the subject method of approach. Neither 
method can be used well without considerable use 
of the other, however. 

To date, we have circularized several of the larger 
Catholic college and university libraries and solicited 
their cooperation. Some of these libraries have ad- 
vised us that they find it impossible for them to 
participate in the activity at this time. Thus far, 
only Mr. Victor Schaefer, Assistant Librarian of St. 
Thomas College, Scranton, Pa., has expressed his 
willingness to help. His generosity is deeply appreci- 
ated. Mr. Schaefer has offered to work on the prob- 
lem of headings for religious orders and congregations 
and to establish name forms for the various founda- 
tions and their form-sub-divisions. 

The speed with which the basic work of compiling 
and organizing headings can be completed will de- 
pend entirely upon the spirit of cooperation and in- 
terest with which the project can be conducted. In 
the absence of a group of workers and a good tenta- 
tive list of headings collected for test-purposes from 
standard lists, our problem seems a large one, indeed.

Devices Used to Stimulate Wider Reading

School librarians are ever desirous of discovering 
activities which make the most effective use of the 
school library and which vitalize classroom work. One 
of the best ways I know to stimulate interest in new 
books or old ones is by means of an exhibit or a 
browsing table where books are displayed. The chief 
objective of the whole project is of course to kindle an 
interest in purposeful and pleasurable reading. 

The first step in formulating a plan for an exhibit 
isto know your books. A library is much like a store, 
and you must know the grades which are in your stock. 
Therefore, the main point in gaining circulation is to 
know your books. Another point of likeness to a 
store—a library, too, must keep its stock moving. 
This is, first of all, a problem of arrangement and dis- 
play. Grouping part of the books in sections with ap- 
propriate signs above the top shelf, such as Adven- 
ture and Mystery, Short Stories, Historical Novels, 
Books That Will Never Grow Old, Great Novels You 
May Have Missed, will bring into active use many 
books long unread. Students enjoy selecting their 






own books much more when they are classified thus, 
and they are not as likely to limit themselves to the 
books which others have just returned. A shelf of 
interesting non-fiction will circulate surprisingly well. 

To advertise your exhibit, arrange bulletin boards 
with colorful jackets of books and attractive posters. 
A special invitation could be extended to all to par- 
ticipate in it during free periods, to browse around 
among the books, as much as they like and read as 
many as appeal to them. 

If your supply of books is slender the exhibit may 
be enlarged by a loan collection sent by a nearby book 
store or branch library. There is no limit to the num- 
ber and variety of books which may be borrowed. 
Many of these books will arouse sufficient interest to 
warrant their purchase for library shelves. The libra- 
rian who borrows books to supplement the library’s 
permanent collection earns a splendid reward in en- 
thusiastic patrons, an increased circulation, and joy 
in service well done. She may also in return for 
favors granted help the book store by contributing 
her advice in book selection and in directing patrons 
to the book store. 

Though the Wilson Bulletin is rich in suggestion, 
the librarian need not resort entirely to publications 
for ideas for display work. Lively, active students are 
filled with original ideas. Consult the students, be 
alert to their suggestions. The teachers in the various 
departments have special need and can likewise be of 
help. Situations which will prove valuable to the 
librarian in making the library the most attractive 
place in the school, in fact the heart of the school, 
are always presenting themselves. The chief objective 
of the whole project is to inspire an interest in pur- 
poseful and pleasurable reading. Therefore, the 
librarian should aim to make the library an intel- 
lectual workshop for the entire school,—one that will 
serve the tastes of all types of teachers and students.
